THE TERMS OF PEACE. 

Otir arrangemouts foi" obtaining tho lat- 
est news from all parts of tlio worlcl on- 
ftblo us this morniug to lay exclusively 
before Colonist readora the terms of 
peace between Russia and Turkey. Epi- 
tomized, the principal features of Iho 
terms are: Ru.ssia abardous lier claim to 
the Turkish fle^t, reduces tbo war in- 
demnity to $60,000,000; seomes Kars, Ba 
toum, Ardaban and the district of Baya- 
zid in Asiatic Tnrkoy, and the district of 
Dobnulscba iu Eiu-opeau Turkey. Russia 
agrees to evacuate AHiatic Turkey iu six 
months and European Turkey immediate- 
ly. Dobrndscha she proposes to cede to 
Boumania in exchange for Bessarabia. 
Tbia exchange will give Eoumauia a lirm 
foothold on the south bank of tho Dan- 
ube and will pi-nctical!y place all the 
mouths of that great stream in Russian 
hands. The navigation of tho Darda- 
nellaa and tho Bosphorus in to be free to 
all merchant vessels during peace or war, 
aud Eussia rouounces any claim to tbu 
use of those channels by her wui vofsoIs 
it the wai' Teasels of other nations are uot 
admitted to the xjrivilege. To a cortuiu 
extent the terms may be conaidored as 
framed in tho interest of Groat Britain, 
with whom, of all European powers, Rus- 
sia least covets an oucountor. But the 
customary departure from plighted faith 
by BQBsin is Tisible iu tho terms. Before 
embarking in tbo war Russia pledged 
herself to ask no territorial concessions. 
Hei object was stated to bo purely phil- 
anthropic aud Christian.

CoNSTATiNoi'i.i;, March G. — Tbo treaty 
bears the tittlo of "Preliminaries of 
Peace" and ooutaius twenty-nine arti- 
cles. The opening articles relate to 
Montouegio, Scrvia and Bulgaria. Tho 
iudomiiity is llsoil at fourteen hundred 
and ten million roubks; but elovou 
hundred millions aro covered by terri- 
torial cessions. Nothing is fixed con- 
oorniuj;- tho terms aud period of pay- 
lueut of tbo three hundred and ton 
luilliou. No guarantee iu stipulated, 
nor is there uiontion of Egyptian or 
.Biilgaiian tribute-s or the Turkish fleet. 
Tho tr*^*' fy siinply states that Eussia 
and Turkey shall agree subsequently 
about tlio payment.
